Let Your Aldermen Know You Want A Sewer 
System That Will Really Solve City’s Needs 

The local Chamber of Commerce last week 
sent letters to Mayor Davis and each of Granite 
City's 16 aldermen strongly urging early adoption 
of the Citizens’ Committee pollution-drainage pro¬ 
gram. The letters also spelled out a comprehensive 
list of reasons why it should be adopted, why it is 
superior in cost and protection over any other plan 
thus far presented, and why any further delay can 
only result in severe penalties on all who live here. 

What the C. of C. has done should be emulat¬ 
ed by other organizations, civic groups and indi¬ 
viduals. Write your aldermen, or talk to them per¬ 
sonally, and let them know you want the maximum 
drainage and pollution relief that only the well- 
planned Citizens' Committee proposal can provide. , 

This is a big project, probably the biggest in 
the history of Granite City; it also is the most im¬ 
portant, since it will correct sewer deficiencies that 
have plagued Granite Cityans for nearly a half cen¬ 
tury. Without it, further city growth, attraction of 
industries to provide new jobs, and building of new 
homfs, all are impossible. This is true now; has 
been true since last July. 

Because the Citizens' Committee plan involves 
nearly $10 million, about 75% of that amount in 
local revenue bonds, there is deep soul-searching 
among the city's 16 aldermen. All of them recog¬ 
nize the need, and most of them also realize that 
anything less than the Citizens' proposal, which is 
backed by a $ 120,000 engineering study, can only 
be temporary, makeshift and harder on the pocket- 
book of the taxpayers. 

Some guidance from their constituents would 
be y/elcomed by these aldermen. True, it is their re¬ 
sponsibility to adopt the sewer bond ordinance, but 
encouragement from citizens, as has been given by 
the C. of C., would undoubtedly make their deci- 

Early passage of the bond ordinance will accom¬ 
plish three things. It will lift the Illinois Sanitary 
Board’s order of last July halting all sewer exten¬ 
sions; it will put control of the pollution treatment 
plant and other drainage facilities entirely within 
the jurisdiction of the local city council, where it be¬ 
longs; it is the only way a public referendum on the 
proposal can legally he held, if the people want 

Write or talk to your aldermen right away; the 
longer the delay, the stiffer the penalties and the 
costlier will be the project. _ 


Steel Industry Investing Four Times 
As Much As Each Employee’s Income 

Last year. Granite City Steel Co. employed 
5088 persons with an average salary of $7943, 
and its stockholders invested $32.864—over four 
times as much in order to provide each of them 
with a job. 

The upward trend is graphically illustrated by 
the firm’s annual report for 1961. For companion, 
the $29,435 invested in 1960 was 3.92 times the 
$7505 average pay figure. 

Despite the increase in investment cost per 
job, the steel company last year created employ¬ 
ment for 88 more people than the previous year's 
level of 5000.

This is not the only instance of joint efforts 
for the benefit of taxpayers. Madison and Venice 
also cooperate in resurfacing of streets that extend 
into both cities, paying less than if two different

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RESERVISTS’ COMPLAINTS 
MAY PERSUADE RUSSIA WE 
LACK COLD-WAR FIRMNESS 

To the Editor: 

Recently, a group of 30 to 40 
wives of called-back reservists 
picketed the Granite City Engi¬ 
neer Depot, asking for a definite 
discharge date for their hus¬ 
bands. 

And last fall, some called-back 
reservists voiced a flood of com¬ 
plaints because their military 
status should have deferred them. 
According to the Army, their 
military status wasn't current 
because they hadn't kept the 
Army adequately informed of 
their deferment exemptions. 

One military commander at¬ 
tributes most of such dissatisfac¬ 
tion to the impatience of some 
reservists and their wives who 
are new to Army life. 

Understandable as this is, Rus¬ 
sian cold-war analysts will most 
likely misinterpret such instances 
as an indication that we Ameri¬ 
cans lack the dedication and 
perseverance to tolerate the in¬ 
conveniences and sacrifices re¬ 
quired to protect our democratic 
way of life under cold-war condi¬ 
tions perpetrated by the Krem¬ 
lin. 

And in these critical times, we 
can ill afford to give aid and 
I comfort to the enemy with such 
unpatriotic acts. 

It therefore behooves us to 
think seriously on former Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower’s words that 
“we must never waiver In sup¬ 
porting our government and our 
president as they call upon us for 
sensible things and services nec¬ 
essary to meet every .crisis of 
the future.” 

Finally, we should give serious 
heed to President Kennedy's ap¬ 
peal “not to ask what can Ameri¬ 
ca do for me, but to ask what 
can I do for America."

Project 10-A consists of replacing the existing sluice gate sys¬ 
tem at the South Pumping Station.

PROJECT 11-H is located in Canteen Township and Washing¬ 
ton Park, St. Clair County, Illinois. The work consists of the 
installation of 10 inch, 12 inch. 15 inch and 18 inch diameter 
sanitary trunk sewers with accompanying appurtenances and 
the installation of two (2) factory built underground pumping 
stations. The project may be more completely described as
